Ft. Scott, Kan., Dec. 21.—Tlie "Me- 


teor," tho fast train running between 
Texas and Kansas City on the 
St. 


Louis and San Francisco road, was 
wrecked near here early this morning. 
The number of dead is placed at nine. 
The wreck occurred near Godfrey. 


The St. Louis and San Franci.sco Me- 


teor was a solid vestibuled train from 
Fort Worth and Dallas 
and Kansas City.

turned over. The dead are now num.. 
bered variously at six and nine and 
•crrcely a passengei aoroad escaped in- 
ury. The train consisted of seven 
coaches, two being sleepers. The acci- 
dent is supposed to have been due to 
the fact that a very heavy freight train 
which preceded the Meteor weakened 
the track, causing the rails to 'spread. 
A relief train has gone trom Fort 
Scott. 


The engineer and conductor were 


filled instantly. According to the pas- 
sengers who escaped, nine dead were 
taken out before the relief train ar- 
ived. two hours alter the wreck. One 
man lay Dinkmed on a stove for an 
tour and a half.

Roosevelt, declaring that the President 
has no right to wage war against any 
foreign power without the consent of 
congress when such country is at peace

vention of the United States in pre- 
i&nting Colombia to suppress secession 
in Panama is contrary to the law of 
Leutrality and the law of nations. All

about them? 


•s Warlike preparations have been go- 


ing on all around the President. 
He 


l»as been the central figure in a con- 
spicuous scheme to provoke war with 
Colombia and has actually sent to the 
isthmus of Panama a large navy and 


Above the noise of the ululations, 


partisan and general, over the passage 
of the Cuban reciprocity bill under 
strong pressure from the administra- 
tion there is one small voice raised iu 
protest that cannot be heard. But it 
will be heard before reciprocity with 
Cuba is settled on the right basis.. 
That is the voice of the American con- 
sumer of sugar. The 20 per cent reduc- 
tion of the Dingley rate which is pro- 
uded for will have no effect upon the 
price of sugar in this country.

Southern Republics. 


"HANDS OFF!" SIGN TO BE POSTED 


Ul»t Fleet* to Enforce the Monroe 


Doctrine Doth In Letter and Spirit 
la 
Central and South America, 


fnlted State* Will See Nelichborln* 
Itevubllc* Are Kut Humiliated. 


The administration * is preparing to 


post a "Hands Off!" sign on South :iud 
Central America which will be so big 
and plain that every nation 011 earth 
can read and understand, it, says a 
Washington special to the New York 
World. 


The Monroe doctrine will be enforced 


both in letter and spirit, in the broad- 
est sense in which it can be interpreted, 
and no repetition of the Yenezuelan in- 
cident or anything closely approaching 
it will be permitted. It is explained 
that this does not meaii that the little 
republics of Latin America will be al- 
lowed to take refuge behind the United 
States to evade payment of their debts. 
If necessary, the United States will ex- 
ert friendly pressure to bring about the 
faithful discharge of their obligations, 
but in any event American warships, 
and plenty of them, vi ill be on guard to 
see that their creditors do not apply 
any serious or humiliating amount of 
force. 


Just how European bondholders are 


to secure their money if the little re- 
publics refuse to pay up and the United 
States will not allow the treatment 
that was given Venezuela to be repeat- 
ed is a matter for other nations to wor- 
ry about, according to the decision of 
the president and his advisers. 


The action that has been decided on 


and which the general board of the 
navy has arranged to carry out 
amounts to little less than the policing 
the waters of the isthmus and the 
northern shore of South America, 
which is the region that some of the 
nations of Europe are believed to fce 
most covetously ejing. 
Hereafter 


American warships will bo much more 
familiar objects hi those waters than in 
home harbors. 


At the time the fleets of the allied 


powers were blockading and bombard- 
ing Venezuela the navy department, by 
order of the president, was careful to 
keep all American ^ arships well away 
from those waters tbiough a fear that 
the motive of sending them there 
might be misunderstood and lead to 
friction. Hereafter, also by order of 
the president, American warships will 
be right at the hitherto avoided spot all 
of the time. 


Tbe "Hands Off!" sign will be posted 


immediately after the winter maneu- 
vers of the combificd fleets in the Car- 
ibbean, when, instead cf returning to 
their accustomed llaunts, an imposing 
array of warsbips^flying the stars and 
stripes will be permanently located al- 
most within shooting distance of South 
America and the isthmus. Culebra and 
Guantanamo will then become the joint 
base of operations of the powerful bat- 
tleship squadron. 


The battleships will cruise around the 


Caribbean, visiting ports in the West 
Indies, South. America and along the 
isthmus. They will come north only in 
the middle of the summer to take part 
in the combined maneuvers off the New 
England coast. The Caribbean squad- 
ron, when not engaged in other parts 
of the, Caribbean, will "be stationed at 
Culebra. The base of operations of the 
coast squadron will be at Key West 
The training squadron will continue to 
have Its summer bases in Hampton 
Roads and Long Island sound, but it 
will be in these waters for not more 
than three months of the year. The 
rest of the time it will cruise in the 
gulf of Mexico and will keep a watch- 
ful eye on the isthmus. Its base dur- 
ing the winter, spring and fall will be 
Pensacola. 


Nothing could more forcibly show the 


determination of the administration to 
protect the republics of South America 
from foreign interference as well as 
from foreign invasion than the official 
announcement of this programme 
When this was suggested to n high offi- 
cial of the navy, he said: 


"We can only tell what it has been 


decided to do. We cannot explain, even 
if any explanation were necessary."
